over several of tho southeastern counties ol 
Michigan Thursday afternoon. Its course is 
not fully defined, but it scorns to havo crossed 
Livingstone, Washtenaw and Wayno coun- 
ties, and a milder storm is reported from 
Lenaweo and sronroo. The greatest damage 
was done at Hawaii. A great wheel-like 
cloud appeared at that place about 2 o'clock, 
moving east and sweeping a strip of country 
six miles wide.

The convention was 
opened by Joseph H. Roall, who made a 
speech, in which he referred to the passage 
of tho oleomargarine bill as a significant oc- 
currence, Inasmuch as It was tho result of tho 
llrst demand for national legation made by 
tho formers. Ho said farmers should be care- 
ful to vote for those congressmen—whon they 
were rsnominated—who voted for tho oleo 
bill, and added that farmers had a good 
friend in the executive chair and should keep 
him there. 


The oleomargarine question was pretty 


fully discussed, and resolutions wore adopted 
advising agriculturists to oppose candidates 
for congress who ore not In harmony with 
them on this measure, and recommending tha 
creation of a new cabinet olfico—that of sec- 
retary of agriculture.

groat Tai Ping rebollion o£ 'OT was brought 
about by its leaders, and fought by ite sol- 
diers. Tho -famous armies laiown as tho 
Blade Flags and Yellow Flags, -which per- 
formed such bloody work In Tonquln during 
tho recent war with Franco, were also com- 
poMd entirely of the members of tho ChcD 
Kung Tong, nnd led by its offlcors. Tho 
headquarters of tho order aro in tho district 
of Quong Ton, or Canton, as it is Imown to 
us. It is from there tho edict? aro sont which 
so vitally affect tho policy of tho Chmeso 
government, and which in timo may over- 
turn tho throne and establish a new dj-nasty. 
Tho queuo worn to-day by tho Chinese people 
is a symbol of thoir bondage to tho Mongolian 
emparor, and is » constant reminder to them 
of their subjection.

"Tho rites of tho society? Yes, I knowsomo- 


thinz of them, though thoro aro so many and 
in such infinite variety tbat my knowlcJgoof 
them is necessarily limited.

Tho wiso men and patriarchs of tho 
ordor assemble together upon that occasion 
in somo one ot their Joss houses, and there 
tho accused and accusers aro brought before 
them. Tho latter step forward first, anil 
prostrating themselves upon tho floor at tho 
feot of the oldest ot the wise men, they pre- 
sent thoir charges. 


Tho accused then prostrates himself and 


places tho foot of tho wiso men upon his neck 
as o sign of submission. 
After this he tells 


bifl version of tho story, still flat upon h:s 
stomach on the floor. When tbis is over ti-.o 
icod man announces his decision i:i a long 
and impressive- speech, which is interrupted 
at tho end of every sentence by the othorn 
prostrating-tbomselves and uttering words of 
isscnt.
